North Alabama have 


claimed back-to-back NCAA Divi 
ion IT title 

The stars shine brightly at North 
Alabama; however, the brightest 
tar during the 1994 season has 


shone on Elba’s Ronald McKinnon, 
a linebacker for the Lions, that has 
become perhap's the school’s most 
celebrated football player ever! 

After helping North Alabama 
win its second straight Division II 
crown, McKinnon has begun to pile 
up the individual honors as well 

McKinnon was named first-team 
All-Gulf South Conference for the 
third consecutive year, was chosen 
Gulf South Conference “Defensive 
Player of the Year,” and has now 
been selected to the first team on 
four different All-American teams. 

McKinnon has been named All- 
American by the Associated Press, 
the American Coaches Association, 
the Football Gazette and C.M. 
Frank. 

In addition to the various All- 
American honors, the junior line- 
backer was also named the NCAA 
Division II “Player of the Year” by 
Danny Sheridan, on the CNN Col- 
lege Football Preview show, and 
was recently named as “National 
Defensive Player of the Year” by 
both the Football Gazette and C.M. 
Frank. 

During the 1994 season, McKin- 
non led the UNA defense with 159 
total tackles, including 110 primary 
stops. He added 11 tackles for loss- 
es, two quarterback sacks, two fum- 
ble recoveries and four  inter- 
ceptions. 

McKinnon’s most dramatic play 
of the championship season came 
in the finals, when he intercepted a 
pass from Texas A & M-Kingsville 
with 2:22 left in the game at the Li- 
ons’ 18-yardline, to preserve the Li- 
ons 16-10 win and second straight 
national championship. 

“Being chosen an All-American 
is truly an honor,” stated McKin- 
non, while at home during the hol- 
idays. “Every college football 
player in the nation in every divi- 
sion works hard to be the best 
player he can be, and when you are 
named an All-American it lets you 
know that some people recognize 
the hard work you have done and 
appreciate the way you play.” 

“Individual honors are nice,” 
added McKinnon, “but it is a team 
sport and it takes a team effort for 
anyone to get any individual hon- 
ors. We have one of the best de- 
fensive coaches in the nation in Bill 
Hyde and some of the best de- 
fensive football players in the na- 
tion on our team. Without the hard 
work of every single player, | 
wouldn’t get any honors and the 
team wouldn’t win any champion- 
ships.” 

McKinnon, an All-State high 
school football player at Elba High 
School, in 1989, was a partial qual- 
ifier academically and was passed 
over by many of the nation’s major 
colleges. He sat out his first year at 
North Alabama as a Prop 48, but 
has made up for lost time eyer 
since, 

“Coach (Mack) Wood felt like I 
would get a scholarship to a major 
college,” McKinnon remembered, 
“but I guess my grades scared away 
some folks and they didn’t want to 
take a chance on me. North AI- 
abama recruited me real hard and | 
guess it's obvious I made the right 
choice.” 

“When I got up to North Al- 
abama it was hard sitting out my 
first year,” said McKinnon, “but I 
was able to see what was going on 
and when the team went 3-6 it was 
clear that many of the players 
didn’t know what it took to win, 
and didn’t understand the hard 
work that it takes to be a winner. | 
was part of a state championship 
team at Elba and told the guys on 
the team that we won the stale 
championship by sacrifice and hard 
work, and that we could win a 
championship at North Alabama if 
everyone would get their heads 
straight and do what it took.” 

McKinnon’s words of wisdom 
apparently, were taken to heart, as 
the Lions improved to 7-4-1 in 
1992 and in 1993 posted a 14-0 
record and claimed the school’s 
first national title, 

The Lions sudden success was 
paralleled by the success of McKin- 
non, who as a freshman in 1992 
was chosen as the “Freshman of the 
Year” in the Gulf South Confer- 
ence and was also named first team 
All-GSC, The newesomer on de- 
fense led UNA with 148 tackles, 
sixty more than the #2 tackler, 
McKinnon’s impact on the team 
was immediate, as in his very first 
collegiate game against Central 
Missouri State, the freshman made 
13 tackles and 5 assists, and re- 
covered two fumbles, which he re- 
turned for a total of forty yards, _ 

“The team began to grow in 
1992,” stated McKinnon, “and the 
foundation was set for the teams to 
come. The coaches had already 
brought in some quality players, 
and with the success, more were 
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signed. It was the beginning of 
something special.” 
In 1993, McKinnon continued to 


excel, and broke the North AI- 
abama school record with 175 tack- 
les. He also caused five fumbles, 
broke up three passes, had three 
quarterback pressures, three tackles 
for losses, three interceptions and 
one blocked kick. He returned one 
of the interceptions for a touch- 
down, and had 10 or more tackles 
in nine games, including 20 tackles 
against Mississippi College. 

For his efforts in 1993, the soph- 
omore linebacker was selected first 
team All-American by the Division 
II SID’s, C.M. Frank and the Foot- 
Gazette, third team  All- 
American by the Associated Press, 
first team All-Gulf South Confer- 
ence and first team All-South Re- 
gion. He was also named GSC 
“Player of the Week” once, and in 
the championship win was named 
the “National Player of the Week.” 

When asked about winning the 
national championship for a second 
straight year, McKinnon responded 
“Tt was a lot harder the second time 
around. We had to fight for our 
lives throughout the season, and in 
the playoffs every single game was 
a real battle. No one can take any- 
thing away from this team, because 
we earned the title back in 1993 
and this year earned it again,” 

“It is true that we played every 
playoff game at home the past two 
years,” said McKinnon, “and it is 
always great to play at home. How- 
ever, we seem to play even better 
on the road and could have won the 
title on the road, or at home. We 
got to host the playoff games by be- 
ing #1, and that was a right we 
earned. Nothing was handed to this 
team, it earned everything it ac- 
complished and deserved to win the 
titles both years.” 

Another large part of the success 
at North Alabama over the past two 
years has been the play of fellow 
Elba Tiger Anthony Brooks, who 
overcame a severe knee injury in 
“93 Lo start cight games as a senior 
in ‘94, 

“A.B. (Brooks) was one of the 
leaders on the team,” McKinnon 
said, “and his hard work to come 
back after his knee injury was a 
real inspiration to everyone. He 
was a starter and a major part of the 
team, but he could have quit when 
he got hurt. He never even thought 
about quitting, and came back this 
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year and mad ome big pl ivs that 
helped u vin the title, | was proud 
to be a teammate of A.B. at Nort 
Alabama and even ;rouder that h 
was from Elba 

What turns a 170-pound high 
school senior into a 230 pound col 
legiate All-American? 

“Hard work, good coaching in 
high school and college, and a lot 
of luck,” smiled McKinnon. “I 


knew when I got to North Alabama 
that [ had to get bigger and stronger 
if | wanted to play, and I’ve never 
stopped working. I feel that 230 is 
my ideal weight, but I stull need to 
get stronger and quicker. I run the 
forty (40-yard dash) in 4.6 (sec- 
onds) and that’s not too bad, but | 
can get faster and it will help me 
become a better player. One area I 
have to work hard on is to get 
stronger. In college, you have 300- 
pound linemen that come at you, 
and T have to get strong enough to 
be able to stand them up and get rid 
of them,” 

“T got double-teamed a lot this 
season and will get it even more 
next year,” said McKinnon. “T tell 
my teammates that when two or 
three guys come after me they 
should be open to make the tackle. 
I am quick enough to beat the dou- 
ble-team most of the time, but even 
when I don’t, it leaves someone 
open.” 

“Some teams tried to run right at 
me this season,” laughed McKin- 
non, "and I couldn’t believe it! 
There is no way anybody is going 
to run me over, and when they tried 
[ just couldn’t believe it. I told’em 
when they were getting up to come 
back and try again, and when they 
did I just putem down again. In 
practice, the scout team runners just 
stop and fall down when we get 
close to them. They don’t want to 
get hit. When we get the chance to 
hit in a game, we make the most of 
the chance.” 

Called by many the “state’s best 
college linebacker, regardless of di- 
vision,” McKinnon feels there isn’t 
as big a difference in Division II 
and Division I-AA or Division I, as 
many fans believe. 

“I’m not going to say we’d go 
out and beat Alabama or Auburn,” 
said McKinnon, “but there is no 
doubt we could play with any other 
school in the state, regardless of di- 
vision. We got some bad calls or 
we would have defeated two-time 
Division I-AA champ Youngstown 
State on their own field. Alabama 
and Auburn have more quality 
players than do Division II schools, 
but we have our share of players 
that could play at that level, and 
would love to play Troy State, Al- 
abama State or UAB!” 

With 20 starters retuming to a 
team that has won back-to-back na- 
tional championships, the obvious 
favorite in 1995 will be the North 
Alabama Lions. Does the thought 
of a “‘three-peat” intrigue the Elba 
All-American? 

“We have the chance to ac- 
complish something next season 
that no Division II team has ever 
done, to win three straight national 
championships,” said McKinnon. 
“Tt will be a challenge, and will be 
a challenge every single time we 
take the field. Everybody wants to 
knock off the #1 team, no matter 
what the sport, and next year we'll 
have a target on our backs every 
time we take the field. If we let the 
two titles get us overconfident and 
satisfied, there is no way we'll win 
a third. We have the skills to win it 
again, but championships aren’t 
won just on Saturday, or on Friday 
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The “McKinnon” career....

Plus, you'll solve the prot 
lem of sparse turf underneath dense 
Shade trees. Next spring, you 

want to plant shade-loving ground 
covers and plants in your new bed 
areas. You've decreased the material 
headed for the landfill and decreased 
your mowing time, simply by put 


ting your leaves to work 

You could add shredded leaves as 
mulch in your other landscape beds. 
Top dress with pine straw or some 
other tidier-looking mulch for a pol 


ished-looking bed. Using shredded 
leaves as your base mulch may re 
duce by as much as two-thirds the 
amount of mulch you need to put 
chase when you top dress the beds, 
Another good way to use your 


leaves is to fill your shredded leaves 
into your vegetable garden soils, The 
added organic matter provides nutri- 
ents as well as improves how water 
moves through the soil. 

Finally, if you have more leaves 
than you can spread in bed areas, 
compost the rest. Passive compost is 
the casiest method. Simply pile your 
shredded leaves in an out-of-sight 
part of your yard or garden. Then iet 
nature do the rest. It may take as 
long as a year for the leaves to de- 
composé completely, but the results 
will be excellent organic material to 
add to your beds and garden areas.

Each stamp is counted from 18 to 24 
times in its life cycle of one month. 
They are issued each month, gath- 
ered and destroyed each month.” 

About 210,000 (12 to 14%) Ala- 
bama households use food stamps. 
The program’s federally funded an- 
nual budget for DHR is $460 mil- 
lion, about the same as the rest of the 
DHR programs combined. But Ala- 
bama is one of few southern states 
which did not see a dramatic in- 
crease this year in the number of re- 
cipients. 

In 1986, the year before Hornsby 
arrived at DHR, the USDA tagged 
Alabama as having the worst Food 
Stamp Program in America. By 
1991, Horsby had turned the state 
system around. Alabama’s stamp 
program was rated the best in the na- 
tion, child support enforcement was 
best in the nation and the state was 
recognized as a national leader in 
comprehensive welfare reform.
